Statutory Rules and Orders Issued by the 
Min* try of Defence 


MINISTRY 

New Delhi , the 29th July 1971 

S.R.O. 1. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules regulat- 
ing the method of recruitment to the post of Research 
Assistant (Work-Studies) under the Ministry of 
Defence, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules 
may be called the Ministry of Defence (Research 
Assistant Work-Studies) Recruitment Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication In the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the 
nost of Research Assistant (Work-Studies) under the 
Ministry of Defence, as specified in column I of the 
Schedule annexed hereto, 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of nay. — 

The number of the said post; its classification and the 
scales of nay attached thereto shall be aa specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4, Method of recruitment, age limit and other quail-* 
ficatlons. — The method of recruitment to the snid post, 

limit cm allocations and other matters relating 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the 
' pchedule aforesaid: 


IF DEFENCE 

Provided that the upper age-limit specified for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of the persons in accor- 
dance with the orders issued from time to time by the 
Central Government. 

5, Disqualifications. — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the above post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, If satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the perso- 
nal law applicable to such person end the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds for 
so doing, exempt any person from the operation of the 
rule. 

6. Power to relaXw — Where the Central Government 
is of opinion lhat it is necessary or expedient so to do. 
It may, by order, for reasons to be rqcprded in writing 
and in consultation with the Union Public Service 
Commission relax any of these provisions with respect 
to any class or category of persons

S.R.O. 2. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable Endowments Act. 
i860 (6 of 1890), and upon the application made by the 
Secretary of the Indian Soldiers’, Sailors’ and Airmen’s 
Board and of the Special Fund for Reconstruction and 
Rehabilitation of Ex-Servicemen and with the con- 
currence of the said Secretary, the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following amendments in the 
Scheme published with the notification of the Govern- 
ment of India in the Ministry of Defence No. SRG 234, 
dated the 27th September, 1966, namely: — 

In the said Scheme, in Schedule ‘B’, — 

(i) after sub-paragraph (b) of paragraph (1), the 
following sub-paragraph shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(bb) “Ex-service officer” means a Commissioned 
Officer, who had served as such in the Armed 
Forces, other than a Junior Commissioned 
Officer in the Army or Master Chief Petty 
Officer/Chief Petty Officer/Petty Officer in the 
Navy, or Master Warrant Officer/ Warrant 
Officer in the Air Force”; 

(ii) in paragraph 2, for sub-paragraph (iii), the fol- 
lowing sub-paragraph shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(iii) to sanction scholarships or grants to depen- 
dents of Ex-Servicemen upto the via ximum 
age of 25 years for higher studies in India 
beyond high school or higher secondary stage 
in technical, vocational or agricultural educa- 
tion at Government recognised institutes, the 
sanction of such scholarships being subject to 
satisfactory performance in such courses of 
studies by the recipients;” 

(iii) in paragraph 17, the following shall be inserted 
tiit the end, namely: — 

“or in the State Co-operative Banks, which, at the 
time of making deposit, have been classified 
for a period of not less than three years con- 
tinuously as being either in category ‘A’ or in 
category ‘R’ according to the audit classifica- 
tion cf the (Registrar of Co-operative Societies 
or any other competent authority appointed 
for the purpose by the State Government. In 
case the classification of any State Co-opera- 
tive Bank is changed to a lower category after 
the date on which a deposit has been made, 
the existing deposit in that Bank shall be with- 
drawn — (a) within a period of six months in 
the case of current accounts, and (b) as and 
when the deposit matures in the case of any 
other accounts”.

(b) in sub-regulation (6), for the proviso, the fol- 
lowing proviso shall be substituted, namely: — 

"Provided that ex-servicemen belonging to any 
of the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes may, to the extent the number of vacan- 
cies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and 
and the Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled 
on the basis of the general standard, be recom- 
mended by the Secretariat Training School 
by a relaxed standard to make up the deficien- 
cy in the quota reserved for them out of the 
quota of vacancies reserved for ex-service- 
men, subject to the fitness of these candidates 
for selection to the Service irrespective of 
their ranks in the order of merit at the exami- 
nation/'.
